If the trusU'os 
do not wish the removal of the trees to be held up against 
them they can avoid by doing a little judicious planting.

a dozen well known ‘loose’ cafes here in San Francisco, 
and get anything she wants to drink, or anything any 
one who takes her there wants hei’ to drink—just so 
long as there is money enough to pay for it. 

“It is a well known fact that any high school boy 
can get whatever he wants to drink at almost any l)ar 
and in many liquor selling restaurants in San hran-

We don’t want to be the hand¬ 
maiden of political intrigue nor the fall guy for political am¬ 
bition, We’ll soon have the votes down liere to run the 
whole shebang, anyway, providing the big city will help us 
run things in the interest of the general good rather than in 
furtherance of the doubtful schemes of Los Angeles.

Uld settlers, living here and there in the 
canyons and on the plains, still speak of it with awe. 

In 1884, the inland valleys were again an expanse ol ; 
water. Men who had built up comfortable fortunes in live¬ 
stock rai.sing, lost everything tliey had. Some lost their 
lives. 

The High Record 

I ' 

In 1889, ail previous floods were surpassed in the terri¬ 
ble devastation that came sweeping down Irom every canyon 
of tlie Sierra Madies. Families were marooned for days. 

On the lonely expan.ses of the plains men and women disap- 
lieaied that were never lieard of again. These were pioneer 
days, and dangers and violent deaths were common. But | 
tlie enormous walls of wild water that emerged from the 
canyons are described liy many who still remember with a 
vividness that fear impressed upon their memory. That 
flood was the greatest by far that white man, Spanish or 
American, could recall. 

But there were not 2,000 people all told on the plains 
outside of the pueblo Los Angeles in 1862. There was a 
very thin population of cattle and sheep ranchers on those 
plains in 1884 and in 1889. 

What would happen—what is lialile to happen in this 
Los Angeles county of today of over a million souls, of 37 
populous cities and towns, if a flood of the size of 1889 
should sweep down from the mountains? 

It May Happen Again j 

In the report of the board of engineers, made to the j 
board of suiiervisors on July 27, 1915, there are numerous i 
interviews with old residents, who say that twice as much I 
water Hooded the valley in 1889 as in 1884. Hut the proii- ! 
ei ty lo.ss was compai atively small when compared with the 
loss just recently, in 1914, although seventy ix;r cent more 
water fell in 1889 than in 1914. ‘This brings us to face this 
serious (piestion—if a flood as great as the one in 1889 again 
occurs (and the history of the country proves that it is (luite 
possible) what will be the loss of life, as well as the loss ol 
property? 

Tlie valleys have changed since the days when the old 
l)ioneers guaided tlicir cattle on the plains. Every acre of 
llie Southland is worth more than any acre in any part of 
tlie world wliere agriculture is a pursuit. The most valuable i 
orchard lands in the world are here. And in a few days | 
of such excejitional floods as have lieen experienced in the | 
past, they may be wiped out, and the county would under i 
those cii-cumstances go back gradually to such a condition I 
as now exists in I’alestine, once a wonderful country like i 
this one, now a erroded, boulder-strewn ruin, with the silt of ; 
the country long since wasiicd into the .seas.
